SEC/TREAS, WA6SDM LEADS OFF NEW SERIES 
DISCUSSING PLANNING AND BUILDING OF IDEAL IAM SET-UP 


TRANSCEIVER 


When I was looking for a replacement to my 
Kenwood TS-1305, split operation, filters, notch, 
and good QSK operation were a must. After a 
six week experience with service, the service was 
very important, Also I wanted a rig that could 
handle the key-down RTTY mode at full power. 
Many memories and other bells were not high on 
the list. I heard Ten-Tec service was very good, 
and a phone call to the service department 
seemed to backup what I heard from other 
people. I also like to short-wave listen, so 
general coverage was also an important factor. 
After a bit of knob twisting, I decided on the 
Ten-Tee Paragon. It provided the features I 
wanted, the service seemed to be better, and it 
was American made. I also purchased the full set 
of filters and RS-232 interface. The interface is 
used to band-switch the amplifier and tuner. 
The QSK performance is superb, and yes, | have 
used the service. It is absolutely top-notch, I had 
the board I needed in two days, replaced it, sent 
the old one back with a check for $17. A couple 
operational features that | have come to like very 
much are the direct key pad entry of frequency 
and the scratch pad memary. 


AMPLIFIER 


Wanting to boost the power from the barefoot 
level, L looked at several choices. Most of the 
choices involved 220 volts, After carefully ex- 
amining the plug under the Rpecating table, 1 
realized | had a problem. I don’t own the 
property, so 220 volts is not a choice. Also about 
this time | was looking to operate the station on 
solar power (not quite there, but close). So in- 
stead of the 1500 watt level, I decided to look at 
a lower power level that would be more com- 
patible with the solar power goal and the no 220 
volt restriction. If I was going to use solar power, 
12 or 24 volts seemed to be a better choice, 
Again, the key-down performance for RTTY was 
a consideration. This narrowed the choice to 
one amplifier, the Ten-Tec Hercules I]. The 
RS-232 interface on the Paragon also provides 
the band switch lines so the amplifier will auto 
switch when the Paragon is switched. To power 
the amplifier, I have two marine batteries and a 
20 ampere power supply, Actually this powers 
the entire station, except for the computer. 


The Amplifier will work with a 2:1 vswr, but I 
like it a little lower, and with the low band an- 
tenna I need a little help. I use the Ten-Tec 253 
automatic tuner. Using the band switch lines 
from the Paragon, the tuner will auto tune as the 
bands are changed. In band, a touch of the tune 
button puts the tuner right on the money. 


ANTENNAS 
I started out with dipoles. They worked, but mul- 
tiple bands were difficult. I eventually got a 
shcraft R-5 for 20-10 and dipoles on Fis and 
80. The R-5 was chosen because it covered the 
bands with one antenna and did not require the 
ound planes needed by a quarter wave vertical. 
luch better, but I eventually did get a Mosely 
TA-33 tri-bander. I chose this beam because it 
was small ue to put on a crank-up mast and 
would perform better than the R-5S, I also liked 
the construction when compared to the 
Cusheraft A3. The TA-33 is at 45 feet, The R-S 
is still used for WARC band coverage. After not 
being happy with the performance of the 80 and 
40 inverted vees and modeling antennas on the 
ELNEC antenna program, | took the vees down 
and put up a Butternut HF-2V. This antenna 
covers 80, 40 and 30 meters. It is ground 
mounted and I have 16 radials 25 foot long. Cur- 
rently I don’t have anything on 160 meters, but 
an inverted L is possible, 


ANCILLARY EQUIPMENT 


I have a MFJ memory keyer, probably because 
that is what Quement's had at the time. I built 
the voice keyer that N6IP published in the JUG, 
a Kenwood TR-9() for 2 meter packet and a 
Kantronics Kam for digital modes, The TR-9000 
1 have had for some time, and I liked the com- 
pact size of the Kam, I also have an Ameritron 
remote coax switch to manage the feed line 
mess. The rotor is a HY-Gain CD-45, Of course, 
the computer is a main camponent of the station. 
The computer is a 386SX built up from bits and 
pieces a the way. It in no way resembles the 
computer | started out with six years ago. 
Naturally I have CT for most contesting, WF1B's 
RTTY contest software for RTTY contests, and 
use the Kantronics Hostmaster II program for 
packet and non-contest RTTY.
